il the British Navy the heavy guns are 
mounted in barbottes, whereas the closed- 
turret system is adopted ‘by the French. 
The French turrets are'designed with the 
idea of affording the narrowest. possible 
target, and this ides is carried out evon at 
some expense of toomincss inside.” Thoy 
are oval in shape, and the fixed part below 
the turntable is contracted for the reason 
above stated, The smaller the turret, of 
course, the less is\the total weight of 
armour necessary; but limited diinensions 
muke it very difficult for tho artillorist, 
to arrange conveniently ” insids ull 
the__machinery required for  satisfuo- 
tory -working, and an exporionced 
Fronch artillerist—M. ‘Canct—pronounces 
the English practico-is tho best. The 
guns and mountiogs:of English turrests of 
reventtypeareprotectedby fintplates, whic}, 
avoid the necessity for bending the heary 
armour, Tho eliptical form and the pro- 
portions of the French closed turrets have 
the advantage of distributing the blows of 
projectiles over a greator weight of armour. 


It is the practica of both nations to allow’ 


the guns to recoil axially, and to take up 
tho recoil ‘by hydraulic buffers. The 
English run. out the guns after recoil by 
hydraulic pressure, whilo the French nunko 
use of springs which are compressed by tho 
energy of recoil. Tho training and clevat 
ing mechanism are both hydraulically 


worked in tho British Navy, whoreas } 


octricity ~ is--omployod-—in—the - French. 
Tho same diffrence occurs with regard 
to the operation of ammunition hoists 
and many othor details. Both systems 
work perfectly well, and have their respec- 
tive ndvantages and defects, Tho great 
enemy of hydralic mechanism is, frost, 
and, moreover, the weight of the appli- 
ances and the sire of the pumping machi- 
nery are seriow considerations. Electri- 
city, on the other hand, is always and 
every day available on no battleship. The 
leads can be taken anywhore, and the 
apparatus is now thoroughly reliable. 
although short circuiting und breakage of 
leads, shonld they uccur, aro much 
more difficult to find out than the 
fracture of water-pipes. Hydraulic mo- 
chanism, moroovor, has approached more 
closely to tho limit of its development than 
olectricity. The typical English practico 
as regards ammunition-hoists is to make 
them in two sections, the lower to bring 
the ammunition from the magazine to a 
relay chamber, where it is taken upward 
again to the gun by another hoist. This 


system allows of more mpid firing, as] “ff 


thero is ao large supply of ammuni- 
tion under the gun; besides, in case 
of a shel} bursting in the turret, 
the danger to the magazino is not so great. 
Honee it appears better than the uso of a 
single hoist direct from the magazino to the 
gun, asis the eustom in French battleships. 
Thore is another point in which M. Canet, 
the great Fronch artillerist, thinks the 
English practice is preferable that is, the 
possibility of loading the gun at any eloya- 


| tion. The ammunition is carriéd up ins 


curved hoist, from which it can be deliver- 
ed at any point and pushed home by an 
hydraulic rammer moving with the gun. 
French guns ean only bo louded in one 
position—namely; when the gun is depress- 
ed 6 deg. below the -horizontal, so that it 
has to be brought to this position al 

every round, The projectile is pushed 
home without rammer Ly the men 
serving the gun, their strength being 
assisted hy a compressed -spring, and, of 
course, favourod by ‘the depression of 
the gun.

Canot thinks the English practice, of

‘opurating to subsidise a service toSingapora, 
Rangoon, and Calcutta. The opinion of 
the Commonwealth Jaw Department is to 
the cffect that a subsidy toa line of steamors 
by a State ja not necessarily 9 bounty on 
‘the production,or oxport of goods, St ia, of 
course, open to the south Australian Gov- 
-ernment to refer the iatter to the High 
Court, and by way of an action against the 
State of Victoria.
